reported  for  a  lesson  at  nine  o'¬ 
clock  the  morning  the  school 
opened — and  a  'cellist  who  is  the 
grandson  of  Timothy  Cole,  the 
celebrated  American  wood-en¬ 
graver  whose  tools  and  work¬ 
bench  are  preserved  in  the  Sm.th- 
sonian  Institute — comprise  the 
world-acclaimed  Curtis  String 
Quartet,  to  be  heard  at  St.  Paul's 
auditorium,  Waverly,  at  8:00  p.  m. 
Tuesday,  April  14,  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Wartburg  College 
Artists'  Series  committee. 

They  arc,  in  order,  Charles 
Jaffe,  Jascha  Brodsky,  Max 
Aroncff  and  Orlando  Cole, 
who  live  in  four  identical 
houses  on  a  single  square 
block  in  Upper  Darby,  Pa., 
and  have  traveled  more  than 
200,000  miles  together  during 
the  past  13  years  playing  in 
the  great  concert  halls  of  300  j 
American  and  European  cities,  i 
and  they  find  membership  in 
our  day’s  leading  chamber  cn-  ! 
scmblc  "four  times  as  com-  ] 
plicated  as  being  married."  | 
Proteges  of  Mary  Louise  Cur-  i 
tis  Bok,  the  Saturday  Evening  I 
Post  heiress,  they  play  four  price¬ 
less  old  Cremona  fiddles  provid-l 
ed  by  their  patroness,  including 
two  Stradivarius  violins,  a  Nicolo 
Amati  viola  that  is  one  of  only  two 
of  its  kind  in  the  world  which  was 
twice  smuggled  out  of  countries 
seething  with  revolution  and 
bloodshed,  and  a  Domenico  Mon- 
tagnana  cello.  They  made  their 
first  public  appearance  together 
as  a  quartet  of  the  barbershop 
variety  in  a  school  show  while 
undergraduates  of  the  Curtis  In¬ 
stitute,  and  still  derive  relaxation, 
between  sessions  of  Bach,  Bee¬ 
thoven  and  Brahms,  from  four 
part  vocal  harmony  in  the  sad,  sad 
songs  of  the  old  days,  with  Brod¬ 
sky,  otherwise  the  first  violinist, 
strumming  a  guitar  .  .  .  He  is 

also  adept  at  distilling  vodka  and 
ha6  a  mania  for  collecting  things 
he  can  never  use,  among  them 
Spanish  leather  saddles  and  old 
swords,  while  Aronoff  is  an  expert 
wood-carver  and  Jaffe  no  mean 
amateur  photographer.  All  gentle¬ 
men  farmers  on  their  musical 
Rockport  (Maine)  estate  during 
the  summer,  raising  some  of  New 
England’s  prize  potatoes  and  corn 
when  they  are  not  presenting  fes¬ 
tival  concerts  in  their  own  perfect 
little  chamber  music  hall,  the  con¬ 
verted  Captain  Eell's  Boat  Barn.

Religious  Drama 
Given  Before 
Large  Audience.

One  of  the  most  inspirational 
dramas  ever  presented  to  Wart¬ 
burg  audiences  was  the  “Crown  of 
Thorns"  as  it  was  interpreted  by 
the  Wartburg  Players  Thursday, 
March  19,  in  the  gymnasium. 

Very  ritting  to  the  season  Vvas 
this  drama  embodying  the  spirit 
of  Lent  both  in  the  character  of 
the  writing  and  in  its  interpreta¬ 
tion.  Able  direction  by  Prof. 
Tornquist  gave  a  flexibility  to  the 
performance  which  brought  out 
the  individuality  of  the  charac¬ 
ters.  Although  the  play  is  of  a 
quiet,  more  serious  mood,  there 
existed  a  certain  subtle  dry  humor 
which  inadvertently  kept  the  at¬ 
tention  centered  on  the  plot. 
The  play  itself  is  very  well 
written,  sketching  the  trial  and 
execution  of  Christ  from  the  view¬ 
point  of  the  vacillating  Pilate.  The 
character  of  Pilate  himself  was 
well  portrayed  by  Harry  Stief 
who  is  not  a  newcomer  to  our 
stage.  Esther  Weiss  gave  a  fine 
characterization  of  his  wife,  and 
the  work  of  Edwin  Schick  as 
Stephen  was  admirably  done.  The 
spirit  of  mockery  exemplified  in 
the  person  of  a  Roman  soldier  was 
ideally  played  by  Arnold  Raabe. 
This  paired  with  the  humility  of 
the  Jewish  maiden,  Marah,  was  a 
high  point  in  the  play. 

A  unique  stage  setting  with 
three  levels  formed  the  focal  point 
of  interest  throughout.  This  stage 
was  designed  by  the  cast  and  con¬ 
structed  by  a  stage  crew  under  the 
direction  of  Edwin  Neumann.  Ef¬ 
fective  use  of  colorful  costumes 
designed  by  A.  Corrigan  added 
much  to  the  inspirational  aspect 
of  the  entire  drama. 

Those  who  were  privileged  to 
see  this  fine  piece  of  work  will 
look  forward  to  the  next  produc¬

Luther  Hall  Gets 
R.  C.  A.  Phone  System 

Wartburg  College  is  now  in  the 
process  of  installing  an  R.  C.  A. 
Philco  intercommunication  system 
for  use  between  rooms  in  Luther 
Hall.  It  consists  of  one  master 
station  and  six  sub-stations.  The 
master  can  call  any  sub-station 
individually  or  all  sub-stations  at 
once,  but  the  sub-stations  can 
call  only  the  master  and  not  one 
another.  Some  of  the  features  of 
this  system  are  the  silent  opera¬ 
tion  which  shuts  out  noises  from 
sub-stations  and  the  variable  vol¬ 
ume  control  which  can  adjust 
from  a  whisper  to  full  room  vol- 

The  master  station  is  installed 
in  the  lobby  of  the  office  with  one 
of  the  six  sub-stations  in  the 
president’s  office.  The  other  five 
stations  are  found  in  Dean  Neu¬ 
mann's  office,  faculty  room,  place¬ 
ment  bureau,  library  and  the  hall 
of  the  third  floor. 

This  system  is  automatic,  de¬ 
pendable,  and  efficient  and  is  ex¬ 
pected  to  save  time  and  money  in 
the  future  for  Wartburg.

RADIO  CLASS  IS 
ON  BROADCAST 

The  students  of  the  Radio  Pro¬ 
gram  Technique  class,  Arnold 
Corrigan,  Bertrand  Petrick  and 
Albert  Martin,  presented  a  twen¬ 
ty-five  minute  epic  on  the  history 
of  sugar  beets  in  the  United 
States  during  the  Wartburg  broad¬ 
cast  over  WOI,  Thursday,  March 
18. 

The  original  idea  for  the  epic 
_  as  conceived  by  Arnold  Corri¬ 
gan.  Each  student  wrote  two  epi¬ 
sodes.  The  first  dealt  with  the 
first  sugar  beet  plant  in  the  Unit¬ 
ed  States,  built  by  David  Child 
and  Edward  Church  at  North¬ 
hampton,  Mass.,  in  1838.  The  sec¬ 
ond  was  the  story  of  the  Gemnet 
brothers’  persistence  in  trying  to 
establish  a  plant  at  Chatsworth, 
Ill.  The  information  for  this  epi¬ 
sode  was  obtained  from  Mrs. 
Lovingsten  of  Chatsworth,  Ill. 
The  third  episode  was  a  narra¬ 
tive  of  the  attempts  of  the  Mor¬ 
mons  to  produce  sugar.  The  fourth 
episode  told  of  the  first  successful 
sugar  beet  factory  at  Alvando, 
Calif.
